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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 



Claims 1-7 are objected to because of the following informalities: Through the 
claims, the applicant employs the phrase "the said" (i.e., claim 1, line 7: "the said 
fastening means"). To use "the" and "said" in this matter appears to be redundant and it 
further appears that either on of the "the" or "said" could/should be removed. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-7 are replete with errors under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph too 
numerous to mention specifically; however, examples of these errors are as follows: 

In claim 1, line 3, applicant claims "the rotating motorized group". There is no 
prior mention of "a motorized group" or a "motor" to "rotate" such a group rendering the

scope of the claimed limitations unclear. The lack of clarity renders the claimed 
limitations indefinite. 

In claim 2, lines 1-2, applicant claims "an anchor plate". There is a prior mention 
of "an anchor plate" (claim 1 , line 2) and it is unclear as to exactly how many "anchor 
plate(s)" the applicant is attempting to claim. The lack of clarity renders the claimed 
subject matter vague. 

In claim 5, line 2, applicant claims "that each arm". There is no prior mention of 
"an arm" or "arms" and therefore the claimed limitation lacks proper antecedent basis. 

As mentioned above, these are examples of errors under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph and all claims should be revisited and revised as necessary. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Evans 
'242. Evans discloses a device (figures 1-6) comprising a flexible cutting group 
(generally figure 2) capable of cutting and shredding grass and shrubs, the group 
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comprising an anchor plate 13 having a center hole 16 for allowing the anchor plate to 
be fastened to a rotating motor type device (via shaft 4). Also, Evans discloses the 
anchor plate having radially extending arms 18 with mounting holes 19 there through for 
allowing cutting chains 12 to be removably installed via a bolt and nut system (22,23).
